In  Lesson  3,  you  made  a list  of  words  and  phrases  that  described  how  you  felt  about  being 
in  a new  and  different  place.  Use  the  words  and  phrases  from  your  list  to  write  a poem  that 
expresses  what  it  feels  like  to  experience  the  unknown  or  the  unfamiliar.  Do  not  feel  you 
have  to  tell  the  whole  story;  rather,  concentrate  on  expressing  the  feeling.  Following  are 
some  suggestions  to  help  you  write  your  poem: 


• Decide  on  a tone  for  your  poem.  How  do  you  feel  about  your  subject?  Is  the  feeling 
one  of  hope  or  despair,  fear  or  confidence?  The  words  on  your  list  will  likely  determine 
the  tone  you  want  to  convey. 


• Will  you  use  a rhymed  form  or  free  verse? 


• Begin  by  freewriting. 


• Read  your  freewriting  aloud.  That  will  help  you  decide  on  line  breaks. 

• Try  out  different  poetic  devices,  such  as  similes,  metaphors,  or  alliteration. 


• Give  your  poem  a title.  It  might  be  the  main  subject,  an  explanation,  a line  or  key 
phrase  from  the  poem,  or  a tease. 


• Revise  your  poem  until  you  feel  that  each  word  expresses  exactly  what  you  want  it  to 
say — no  more,  no  less! 


Once  you  have  written  your  poem,  use  the  following  checklist  to  ensure  that  it  expresses 
the  message  that  you  want  to  convey.  Copy  your  polished  poem  in  the  space  provided  on 
the  next  page. 


Does  my  poem  communicate  the  image  or  idea  I want  to  express? 

Would  my  message  be  clearer  if  I cut  some  words  or  phrases? 

Is  each  word  the  best  possible  word? 

Are  there  words  I could  add  or  change  to  improve  the  sound  of  my  poem? 

Does  my  poem  end  with  force,  surprise,  or  a message?  Can  I make  the  ending  better? 

Is  my  title  effective?
